Whether you’re 
completely new to 
computing, or just 
topping up on existing 
skills, Hackney’s Digital 
Champions can offer free 
sessions to help people 
get better connected to 
services available on the 
world wide web. 

Digital Champions 
are trained volunteers 
who can meet people 
in a public place, like a 
library, internet cafe or the 
Hackney Service Centre, 
and sit with a budding 
surfer at a computer to 
show them how to use 
the internet. 

They can help with

The Digital Champions 
project is one of the ways 
the Council is helping 
residents use online 
services for day-to-day 
activities to help them stay 
better connected, as well 
as using local authority 
services online, instead 
of more traditional ways

“Using the internet for 
the first time or learning 
something new online 
can be daunting. 

“That’s why we have 
our Digital Champions 
to help local people 
make use of this 
wonderful technology.

Dogs get new decor 




N EW kennels for 
Hackney’s stray 
and abandoned 
dogs have been 
given a finishing touch 
with a mosaic. 

Pupils from Mandeville 
Primary School took part 
in a competition to draw 
a design to decorate the 
kennels in Millfields Road. 

The winner was 10-year- 
old Gerald Lawrence, 
whose picture featured a 
‘Dog Hotel’ with pooches 
playing in a park. 

The Council then tasked 
local charity Hackney 
Mosaic Project with 
turning Gerald’s design 


dogs the best chance of 
finding a permanent home 


into a beautiful mosaic. 
The project was set up by 
mosaicist Tessa Hunkin 
who guides 
the work 
of a team of 
dedicated 
volunteers. 

Some of 
them are 
referred by 
Lifeline, an 
organisation 

that helps people 
| in recovery from 
drugs and alcohol, 
and some are 
recovering from 
mental health 
problems. 

Tessa said: 

I “When I saw 
Gerry’s design, I 
fell in love with 
I it. Initially we 
thought it would 
be a painting, but 
we soon realised 
that it would 
work even better 


as a mosaic. The great 
thing about projects like 
this is that 
everyone 
can make a 
valuable and 
individual 
contribution, 
it’s a creative, 
sociable way 
for people 
to work 
together.” 

For this piece, some 
people used their own 
dogs as inspiration. Gabi, 
who lives on the Pembury 
Estate, created mosaics 
of her pets Harry and 
Sugar, and added them 
to the piece. 

Speaking at the unveiling 
of the mosaic, Cllr Feryal 
Demirci, Cabinet Member 
for Neighbourhoods, 
said: “We take our 
responsibility to look after 
stray dogs very seriously. 

“These kennels are 
undoubtedly some of the 


best in London. They help 
us give neglected dogs the 
best possible chance of 
finding a permanent home. 

“I am delighted that 
local school kids have 
been able to get involved. 
Hopefully they go on 
to become the next 
generation of responsible 
dog owners.” 

The Council collects 
about 250 to 300 stray 
and abandoned dogs every 
year and houses them in 10 
state-of-the-art kennels. 

The Hackney Mosaic 
Project has created 
artworks across the 
borough, including 
at Hackney Downs; 
Shepherdess Walk, in 
Hoxton; and the Levy 
Memorial Ground, N16. 
The team is always looking 
for opportunities to create 
new works and will take 
private commissions.

News in brief 


Record-breaking Hackney 
Mayor passes away at 88 

JOE Lobenstein MBE, a Hackney councillor who was 
re-elected as Mayor for a record breaking four consecutive 
terms, has died at the age of 88. 

Mr Lobenstein fled Nazi Germany with his family in 1 939, 
arriving in London at the age of 1 2, ‘with a small case and 
no more than 1 0 marks, which we exchanged for the same 
number of shillings’. 

Growing up in Stamford Hill, he went on to become a 
successful businessman and a leading member of the 
Charedi Jewish community, serving as vice chairman of the 
Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations, vice-chairman 
of the British Aguda and president of the Adath Yisroel 
Synagogue. 

He first entered local politics in 1 962, being elected to Stoke 
Newington Metropolitan Borough Council before becoming a 
Conservative Hackney councillor in 1 968, a position he held 
for an extraordinary 30 years. 

Well-respected for his work bringing together different 
communities and political parties, he was elected and 
re-elected as Mayor of Hackney four times between 1 997 
and 2001 and was awarded the Freedom of the Borough. 

In 1 980, he was appointed MBE 
and from 201 2, served as president of 
the Stamford Hill Shomrim, 
the Jewish neighbourhood 
watch scheme. 

The current directly elected Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: “Joe played 
a very significant role in Hackney life 
for many years, as a councillor, as the 
borough’s civic mayor for four years, 
within the Hackney Conservative 
party, and of course at the heart of 
Hackney’s Charedi Jewish community. He gave a great deal 
to the borough and to his community, and I would like to offer 
my personal condolences to his family.” 

Mr Lobenstein is survived by his wife, Bella, and their five 
sons and three daughters.

Personal Bests encouraged 3,000 Hackney

T HE sun was 

shining, music was 
blaring and 500 
children ran, threw, 
hopped, skipped and 
jumped across Hackney 
Marshes, each wearing a 
T-shirt emblazoned with a 
promise of: ‘Being the best 
I can be’. 

Now in its eighth year, 
Personal Bests is a borough- 
wide programme that aims 
to get schoolchildren to 
engage with sports and 
healthy lifestyles by beating 
their own personal records 
in different sports.

Each summer, pupils 
meet on Hackney Marshes 
to represent their schools in 
javelin, shot put, an agility 
test, shuttle run, speed 
bounce, triple jump and 
sprints. The school with 
the highest tally of personal 
bests from the event is then 
crowned the champions. 

Some 3,000 students 
from over 40 schools took 
part this year, and the 
youngsters who showed 


the highest levels of 
improvement were invited 
to the finals on 1 July. 

The 40 participating 
teams achieved a total of 
1,490 new personal bests. 
Randal Cremer Primary 
School, E2, came first; with 
St Matthias, N16, second; 
and St Scholastica’s, E5, a 
close third. 

Jennifer Chinaza, nine, 
said: “I think Personal 
Bests is a great programme 


because it teaches children 
not to give up easily. ” 

“It teaches you to be 
healthy,” added Elsie-Blu 
Managan. “And it helps 
children get stronger,” said 
Okan Ismail Ganidgli. 

The Speaker of 
Hackney, Cllr Sade Etti, 
gave out medals on the 
day. She said: “I want to 
congratulate all of the 
children who have taken 
part in Personal Bests 
this year. It’s great to see 
the competition go from 
strength to strength, with 
thousands of children 
taking part.”

saw disabled children 
competing alongside 
their peers while children 
from London Fields 
Primary School took 
a break in the shade 
of a tree. 

Across the pitch, Tara 
Adeyemi and Kamillah 
Boateng were organising 
a group of young children 
into a timed trial. 

The 15-year-old pupils 
from The City Academy, 
E9, were selected to act 
as volunteer coaches at 
the event. 

“A lot of kids feel like 
they can’t get involved in 
sports if they’re not good at 
it, or they just don’t want 


to,” said Tara. Adding: 
“But because this is 
about personal bests, 
everyone’s included 
and everyone’s 
enthusiastic.” 

On the fringes of 
the event, children 
peddled bicycles to 
power blenders 
to make their 
own healthy 
smoothies, 
while 
others 
laughed 
and 

danced to 
the music 
booming from 
the stage. 


Running to get water 
bottles to distribute to 
the competitors was 
Ose Alii. Raised in 
Hackney, his sporting 
prowess was spotted at 
an early age. 

He was signed by 
Arsenal in Year 8, 
sponsored by 
Reebok at the 
age of 14, and 
now, aged 21, 
is studying 
at Eastern 
New Mexico 
University 
on a full 
sporting 
scholarship. 
He said: 
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“Eve got some Major 
League Soccer teams 
interested at the moment, 
but I’m Hackney born 
and bred. I’m proud of 
this borough, it’s given me 
hope and helped make my 
dreams a reality. So when 
I got the e-mail naming 
the date for Personal Bests 
I immediately said ‘yes, I’ll 
be there’. 

“I love this event. 

I really enjoy giving back 
to the community, but 
I’m also on the look-out 
for individual talent that 
needs nurturing. Who 
knows how many future 
stars there are out on this 
field today!”

E VERY year in 

London there are 
more than 40,000 
hospital admissions 
for brain injury. But the 
world these survivors 
re-enter can be a very 
difficult, isolating and 
often frightening place. 

“When I broke my leg 
it was in plaster, it was 
visible, but people can’t 
see the injury to my brain 
caused by a haemorrhage, 
and that’s a big part of the 
problem,” says Stuart. 

Sitting beside him in a 
quiet, canal-side garden is 
Christina Petrie, writer-in- 
residence at the Hackney- 
based charity Headway 
East London, who is 
pioneering a project to 
change all this. 

The charity works 
to improve life after 
brain injury, providing 
information, support and 
services to those affected. 


Christina says: “A lot 
of people who come here 
have had confusing life 
experiences because of 
that lack of understanding 
and support. I wanted to 
help make sense of those, 
as well as to regain their 
voices and confidence. 

I also wanted to help 
the public better 
understand the impact 
of brain injury.” 

And so ‘Who Are You 
Now?’ was born. A 
website run by the 
charity, it is composed 
of personal accounts of 
brain injury, written in 
the survivors’ own words. 
Sometimes sad, frequently 
uplifting, they are all 
completely frank, even 
about their confusion. 

“I have no recollection of 
the actual event,” explains 
Stuart softly. “Basically 
I was found in the street, 
picked up and taken to 
Homerton hospital. That’s 
all I know ... I remember 
waking up. There were 


doctors and nurses, the 
whole paraphernalia, the 
whole day-to-day routine 
of a hospital going on 
around me, but I didn’t 
know where I was ... 

I’ve been in confusion 
ever since.” 

Formerly a professional 
guitarist, he had forgotten 
how to play. He had also 
forgotten how to hold a 
knife and fork, shave, eat, 
wash, even talk properly. 

“It was exhausting 
and terrifying,” he says. 
Adding: “You have 
no reference points 
to work from.” 

Slowly, he has 
begun putting his life 
back together and has 
moved into sheltered 


accommodation. But, he 
says: “I’m frightened all 
the time. I’m constantly 
asking myself: Who are 
these people? Why are they 
here? It’s very hard for 
me to know who to trust, 
which feeds the paranoia. 

I think: is this me? Is 
this my fear? Or is this 
mistrust legitimate?” 

Piecing together his story 
was, therefore, a challenge. 
Natalie Smith, a Headway 
volunteer who is working 
on the project, sat with him 
over three sessions, each 
lasting over an hour. 

She explains: “My day 
job is in human rights, 
working with survivors of 
abuse. It taught me how 
useful it can be for people 


just to be able to talk about 
their experiences and share 
them in their own words.” 

Stuart nods, saying: 
“After a brain injury, 
you lose control over 
most aspects of your life. 
Even your freedom: I’m 
basically institutionalised. 
So to entrust someone 
else with stuff you haven’t 
told anyone else, stuff that 
even you can’t remember 
sometimes ... that was 
scary. But I wanted to give 
hope to other survivors.” 

Lina Lacides agrees. 

An ambitious business 
woman, she was driving, 
when she had ‘a terrible 
headache like I’ve never 
experienced before. My 
brain just exploded.’ 

Her brain haemorrhage 
erased her memory. Lina 
says: “The worst thing was 
that I could not remember 
our three-year-old, Jada. 

It was very hard for Jada 
- how come my mum 
doesn’t know me? She 
believed I didn’t love her.” 


She continues: “It takes 
time, I would say the first 
three to four years of my 
life afterwards was terrible. 
For me, it was bad to 
keep everything, to have 
a memory of how I had a 
business, a nice car. I asked 
the carers to throw away 
things that reminded me of 
my past. I thought, ‘Who 
am I now? I am nobody.’” 

But, telling her story on 
the website has helped give 
her more confidence. 

She says: “Headway 
enables you to speak, to 
keep a conversation with 
someone, an ability I 
believed was dead. I want 
to give people an example, 
to say look at me and what 
I’ve been through.”

athletics, BMX 
and cycling. 

The cycling team 
manager, Keir 
Apperley, whose 
team won gold, 
said: “There was 
tough opposition. 

We knew we 
were up there, but 
thankfully we won 
gold. They gave 100 per 
cent, all of them. It was all 
about teamwork. We put 
the work in.” 

There were many great 
performances throughout 
the games, but the 
standout achievements 
came from Noah Williams 
who won senior diving 
for the third year; Vawn 
Humphries who won silver 


in the junior slalom kayak; 
and all the Hackney para 
teams, who finished in 
the top 10 across all five 
sports they competed in. 

Noah, 15, said: “It was 
great fun representing 
Hackney and I am very 
proud to have defended 


a first in boys football, and 
third places for boys’ and 
girls’ athletics and tennis. 

Hackney was 
represented by 43 teams, 
across 30 sports, accruing 
a total of 68 team and 
individual medals: the 
most ever won by the 
borough.

for girls’ basketball, tennis, 
BMX, cycling, girls’ 
handball, and individual 
medals across disability 
athletics, kayak slalom, 
diving, sailing, rowing, 
judo, disability swimming, 
indoor rowing, football, 
adapted indoor rowing,

the senior boys’ diving 
title. Hackney is really 
supportive of my diving.” 

Vawn, also 15, added: 

“I put my heart and soul 
into the sport. I didn’t 
really mind what medal 
I got as long as it was a 
medal. Hackney hadn’t 
won a medal in kayak 
slalom for four years; the 
last person to get a medal 
was my sister, taking the 
bronze in 2011.” 

A total of 40 teams 
finished in the top 20, 25 
of which finished top 10. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “Hackney’s 


sporting youngsters have 
done us proud again. A 
top 10 place and taking 
home the most number of 
medals for the borough in 
the Games’ 34-year history 
shows we’re producing 
some of the best sporting 
talent in the capital. 

“I know how hard- 
working and dedicated 
these young people are, 
as well as their coaches 
and teachers, and I want 
to offer them all huge 
congratulations.” 

More than 5,000 young 
people trained towards 
final selection to represent 
Hackney. The London 
Youth Games is the biggest 


youth sports event in 
Europe, involving all 33 of 
the capital’s boroughs in 
competitions spanning 
nine 
months. 

The 

Council 
is already 
on the lookout 
for young people 
to enter next year’s 
Games.

I WAS born in London 
but moved to Lagos, 
Nigeria’s capital, when 
I was three so I don’t 
have any clear memories 
of those early years,” says 
Yinka Shonibare. 

The British-Nigerian 
artist is famous for his 
Turner Prize-nominated 
work, characterised by its 
use of brightly coloured 
African fabrics. In 2010, his 
sculpture, ‘Nelson’s Ship 
in a Bottle’, occupied the 
fourth plinth in Trafalgar 
Square, and his work is 
exhibited in galleries across 
the world. It is all made in 
his studio in Hackney. 

Yinka says: “By the 
time I moved back here, 
at 17, 1 was determined to 
become an artist. I’d never 
completely abandoned 
London, though. We’d visit 
in the summer and I used 
to buy art materials on the 
Charing Cross Road to take 
back to Nigeria.” 

At school, the young 
Yinka shone in his art 


classes. He says: “I 
remember going to art 
workshops in the museum 
in Lagos and being really 
inspired. Plus, my parents 
didn’t want me to become 
an artist, so of course I had 
to do it!” 

His determination won 
him a place at Wimbledon 
Art School. He describes 
getting in to the school 
as, ‘one of the happiest 
moments of my life.’ Just 
three weeks into the course, 
however, he suffered an 
enormous setback. 

“I got a virus infection 
in my spine,” he says. 
Adding: “It left me 
completely paralysed.” 

Yinka was in hospital for 
a year, gradually recovering 
a partial degree of mobility. 

Now in a wheelchair, he 
says: “I suppose I developed 
a different way of working. 
Perhaps my art would look 
completely different if that 
hadn’t happened to me, it’s 
impossible to say.” 

His determination, at any 
rate, was undiminished. 
When sufficiently recovered, 
he retook his art A-level, 


went to Byam Shaw College 
of Art (now Central Saint 
Martins), and then on to 
Goldsmiths College where 
he received his Masters 
and graduated as part of 
the ‘Young British Artists’ 
generation, alongside Tracey 
Emin and Damien Hirst. 

Young artists typically 
find it hard to support 
themselves, but Yinka found 
a part-time job working 


with a disability-led arts 
organisation called Shape. 

It was a job he loved so 
much that when he received 
a grant of £30,000 - an 
extraordinary endowment 
enabling him to give up the 
day job and concentrate on 
his art - he was ‘actually a 
little reluctant’. 

Shortly after, Yinka was 
exhibiting his work in a 
show in Chelsea when 


Charles Saatchi walked in. 
“He was practically the only 
person in the UK buying 
contemporary art back then, 
it was incredibly exciting,” 
explains Yinka. 

Saatchi bought one of 
Yinka’s works and put 
it in his 1997 exhibition 
‘Sensation’. The show was 
an international success 
and Yinka didn’t look 
back. In 2004, he was both 
shortlisted for the Turner 
Prize and awarded an MBE. 

The MBE wasn’t without 
controversy, however. 

He says: “Lots of people 
from former British colonies 
argue that you should refuse 
honours. But I insist on 
including it in my name. 
Because the Empire is over 
- why should I be afraid of 
it today? Black people have 
been in the UK for many 
decades. I live here, I pay 
taxes here. It is better to be 
visible. Why should I hide?” 
Having been elected a Royal 
Academician at the Royal 
Academy of Arts in 2013, 
he exhibited his first work 
there last summer: a life-size 
mannequin dressed in his 


trademark African print, 
balancing a toppling pile of 
cakes on his back. 

Called Cake Man (II), 
it was a comment on the 
banking crisis and greed: 
“You can’t escape being 
political in your work,” 
Yinka muses. 

So where does he create 
his art? Yinka has had a 
studio just off Broadway 
Market for the last 15 
years. It also includes a 
unique ‘Guest Projects’ 
space, where Yinka invites 
applications from other 
people to hold group shows. 

He says: “The art 
world has become 
so individualistic, so 
commercially driven. I 
wanted to create an escape 
from that, somewhere to 
experiment and even to fail. 

“I’m not bothered who 
the person is ... famous or 
unknown, professional artist 
or not. As long as it’s a good 
idea. If it has an educational 
aspect, something for the 
community, so much the 
better.”

Q: I liked the article in issue 356 (8 June) of Hackney 
Today about what happens to our waste/recycling. 
One thing I’m not sure about is whether black plastic 
trays from food packaging and ready meals are 
acceptable in Hackney’s recycling bags? 

A: Yes, definitely. But a recent survey of residents showed 
that about a third of people either think that plastic trays 
cannot be recycled or are not sure. The Council has sent 
leaflets to residents and put adverts on the street and 
in Hackney Today to try and make people more aware 
of all the plastics that can be recycled. But nothing is as 
effective as word of mouth, so make sure you tell people 
you know.

A DUT CH-inspir ed 
street layout 
in Hackney, 
which prioritises 
pedestrians and cyclists 
over vehicles, has picked 
up a top design award. 

The Council’s 
re-imagining of Leonard 
Circus, in Shoreditch, 
impressed at the Urban 
Transport Design Awards 
where the project was 
named overall winner, 
thanks to its transformation 
of the car-orientated 
junction into an attractive 
public place. 

The new layout, at the 
junction of Leonard Street 
and Paul Street, has seen 
trees and seating take centre 
stage, kerbs removed, and 


road markings and traffic 
signs minimised to 
deprior itise vehicles. 

Judges said the area 
had been ‘transformed 
from a nondescript junction 
to a place to meet and eat 
your lunch’. 

The space, which opened 
last June, replaced the 
confusing and vehicle- 
biased junction (home 
of the ‘Hitchcock’s Reel’ 
plinth), reintroduced the 
original diamond-shaped 


layout, and is now more 
user-friendly for people 
with accessibility needs. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci,

HACKNEY pupils 
have been hearing from 
refugees from around the 
world who have settled in 
the borough and made it 
their home. 

The schoolchildren 
visited an exhibition at 
Hackney Museum called 
‘Cambodian Recollections,’ 
which features UK-based 
Cambodians’ memories 
of the country’s civil war 


from 1975 to 1979. The 
children heard the story 
of Dayanny So, who fled 
Cambodia with his family, 
bringing with him precious 
photographs, trinkets and 
memories that he shared 
with the students. 

They also discovered 
the stories of Vietnamese 
refugees who settled in 
Hackney more than 30 
years ago, and of Maurice 


Nwokeji, a child who 
survived the Biafran war of 
independence and sought 
refuge in Hackney in 1971. 

JC, eight, from St 
Dominic’s Primary School, 
said: “I learnt that we 
should appreciate what we 
have - other people do not 
have what we have.” 

Many of the children 
taking part in the museum 
workshops had refugee 


experiences themselves, 
and were encouraged 
to share their own family 
experiences as part of 
a wider discussion 
about migration. 

‘Cambodian 
Recollections’ runs until 
7 November. It was 
installed in partnership 
with SEA Arts and Khmer 
Heritage Ltd, supported by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund.

Charity promotes health and 
community across borough 

MORE than 60 children and young people are taking part 
in a unique, cross-estate and cross-borough 
programme to promote stronger communities 
and healthier lifestyles. 

The SP Hackney Community Engagement project 
is organised by Salaam Peace, a Hackney charity 
that aims to promote unity and tolerance in the 
community. Every Wednesday and Friday evening, 
it sees young residents of Wrens Park and Fawcett 
estates, in Upper Clapton, meeting others from 
Walthamstow and Leyton to play cricket, football 
and basketball, work on their fitness and take part in 
homework clubs.

A HACKNEY man 
was the first 
civilian to be 
awarded Britain’s 
highest military honour - 
the Victoria Cross - for his 
heroic actions during the 
First World War. 

Ship’s Master Frederick 
Parslow of the Mercantile 
Marine was born in 1856, 
at 16 Salisbury Terrace, 
Islington, and later lived 
at 14 Kyverdale Road, 
near Stoke Newington 
Common, with his wife 
Frances and their six 
children: three sons and 
three daughters. 

By 1915, he was 
Captain of the SS Anglo- 
Californian, a British cargo 
ship used to carry pack 
horses from Canada to the 
Western Front in France 
and Belgium. 

The Allies had blockaded 
the import of food and raw 


materials into Germany in 
1914 and in February the 
following year Germany 
retaliated with its first 
unrestricted submarine 
warfare campaign. 

Merchant vessels were in 
danger of attack without 
warning in British waters, 
and at 9am on 4 July, the 
unarmed and unescorted 
SS Anglo-Californian 
was spotted by German 
submarine U-39 off the 
southern coast of Ireland. 

The U-boat fired a 
warning shot and signalled 
to abandon ship as escape 
was impossible, but instead 
Parslow requested that 
a mayday be radioed 
asking for help from any 
nearby Royal Navy vessels, 
ordered full steam ahead, 
and for over two hours 
commanded a perilous 
zig-zag course trying to 
outwit the submarine and 
buy time before the 
Navy arrived. 

The deck was cleared 


apart from Parslow and his 
son - also named Frederick 
- at the wheel, both lying 
flat whilst the German 
guns inflicted massive 
damage upon the ship. 

Eventually Parslow 
raised his head to check on 
the enemy’s position, only 
to be hit by a shell and be 
killed instantly. 

The U-boat 
was only 
50 yards 
away 
from 
the ship 
when 
Royal 
Navy 
destroyers 
appeared, 
forcing 
the submarine to dive 
and escape. 

Thirty three crew 
members of the SS Anglo- 
Californian were killed 
along with 30 horses. 

The ship was towed into 
Queenstown, now Cobh, 


in Ireland, where Parslow 
and eight of his men were 
buried. The cat-and-mouse 
chase was later described 
as ‘one of the gamest and 
most unequal fights ever 
put up by a shipmaster’ 
and the U-boat crew 
themselves declared that 
Parslow deserved the Iron 
Cross for his bravery. 
Frederick Jr was 
awarded the 
Distinguished 
Service 
Cross for 
his fearless 
actions, 
though sadly 
he, too, died 
in March 1938 
when the ship of 
which he was Master, 

SS Anglo-Australian, 
disappeared off the 
Azores, Portugal. 

His father’s ship was 
repaired and sold on to 
the Cunard Steam Ship 
Company of Liverpool, 
who renamed it the SS 


Vandalia. It was torpedoed 
and sunk without 
casualties by submarine 
U-96 in June 1918, in the 
St George’s Channel, off 
the coast of Pembrokeshire. 

The Admiralty wanted 
to recognise Parslow’s 
gallantry, but there was 
a problem in that the 
Captain was a civilian, and 
there were reservations 
about elevating him to the 
same level as members 
of the Royal Navy. 
However, in May 1919, 
a solution was found by 
commissioning Parslow as 
a lieutenant in the Royal 
Navy Reserve. 

This then allowed him to 
be posthumously awarded 
the Victoria Cross. Parslow 
was the first civilian to 
receive the VC and, at 
the age of 59, also the 
oldest to be awarded the 
honour, during the First 
World War. 

At 1 lam on 4 July, 
exactly 100 years since 


Parslow’s death, he was 
awarded the new honour 
of a commemorative 
paving stone, one of 
628 being laid near the 
birthplaces of those 
awarded the VC during 
the First World War. 

The ceremony took 
place on Islington Green, 
in the presence of Peter and 
Andrea Walker, Parslow’s 
great grandchildren, 
and representatives 
of the Merchant Navy, 
Royal Navy and 
Islington Council.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

Serves 4 


Preparation time 

20 mins 


Cooking time 

Up to 15 mins 


Ingredients 

• 2/3 hake fillets (depending on 
size) 

• Bell peppers (yellow, red, green 
-one of each) 

• 2 shallots (banana shallots if 
possible) 

•4 carrots 
•1 whole lemon 
•1 bunch of fresh parsley 

• 1 bunch fresh thyme 

• 1 tbsp jerk marinate (found in 
most shops) 

•3 tbsp olive oil 

• Foil wrap (to wrap the fish). 

Dry spices 

•1 tbsp paprika 
•1 tbsp cajun 

• pinch of salt 
•pinch of pepper. 


Method 

•Start by preparing the hake fillets by cutting them into 
square or rectangle shapes (this way they will look more 
presentable on the plate). Usually you can get two portions 
from one fillet, depending on size. Pick out the bones 

•Season fish with the dry spices, jerk marinade and thyme 
(this has to be picked and chopped finely) 

•Leave fish marinading in the fridge until you have prepared 
your vegetables by slicing the peppers, shallots and carrots 

•Mix vegetables together in a bowl and lightly season with 
olive oil, salt and pepper 

•After cutting one end off of the lemon, cut it into thin slices 

• Make an appropriate sized piece of foil and place one 
portion of fish on to it. Add a handful of vegetables from the 
bowl on to the fish, then put the sliced lemon on top 

•Wrap up the fish and veg in the foil, allowing no airto 
escape (it uses the steam to cook) 

•Set your oven to medium-high and, depending on the size 
of the fish, it will cook within 8 to 1 5 minutes 

• Serve with rice, potatoes or salad.

Have your say on reviewing the Council’s gambling policy 


THE Council is in the 
process of reviewing its 
gambling policy, and is 
asking residents and 
businesses for comments 
before finalising licensing 
guidelines for the next 
three years. 

The current gambling 
policy has been in place 
since 2007 and, by law, the 
Council has to review it 
every three years. 

The policy sets out the 
principles that the Council 
will apply when considering 
applications under the 
Gambling Act 2005. 

Before issuing a licence, 
the Council considers the 
following objectives: 
preventing gambling from 


being a source of crime or 
disorder; ensuring that 
gambling is carried out in a 
fair and open way; and 
protecting children and 
other vulnerable persons 
from being harmed or 
exploited by gambling. 

Since 2007, the Council’s 
Licensing Committee 
has been responsible 
for granting premises 
licences for bingo halls; 
betting shops, including 
tracks (for horse or dog 
racing); amusement 
arcades; and notices for 
gambling activities. 

There are currently 62 
licensed gambling premises 
across the borough: 58 
betting shops; one bingo 


hall, and three adult 
gaming centres.
